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Californians 1954 face two major and yet un- 
solved public health problems—poliomyelitis and en- 
Also increasing significance are the 
problems chronic illness, lung cancer, health needs 
the aging, industrial health, air pollution, radio- 
logical health, and home accidents. 

The infant death rate continues drop. Prema- 
turity, the principal cause infant death, remains 
major problem, but one which offers opportunity for 
further progress the saving lives. 

California’s rapid growth, which adding half 
people each year the State, has been 
important factor public health programming. 
the time the 1950 census, California’s population 
was 11,100,000, making this State the second most 
populous the Nation. July 1953, the estimated 
population was 12,075,000, and expected reach 
nearly 13,000,000 1955. 

The State’s rapidly expanding population multi- 
plies its health problems health services face 
the prospect trying keep pace with the growing 
needs. Community growth directly related water 
and sewage facilities, housing and many other 
health matters. 

Poliomyelitis 

The level polio cases California was high dur- 
ing 1953, with provisional showing 4,079 
compared with 4,047 1952 and with the 
median 3,228. This level polio ex- 
pected remain high until the its control 
isfound. The final answer cannot expected come 
the 1954 field tests the new Salk polio vaccine, 
although these tests should give great deal val- 
information. 

Nor has the use gamma globulin been demon- 
strated practical way prevent the 
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ture and administer several doses for each person 
risk every year. During the past polio season 10,036 
injections gamma globulin were given house- 
hold polio victims California. Gamma 
globulin will available during 1954 for close con- 
tacts cases and for mass community use severe 
localized develop. 


Encephalitis 


Encephalitis cases dipped low point 1953, 
with total only laboratory-proven cases, but 
little additional basic knowledge about this disease was 
gained because adequate research funds were lacking. 
The prospects for eliminating encephalitis major 
public health problem California are dim until re- 
search can unlock the secrets relating the 
its transmission and reveal vulnerable point at- 
tack for its control. For example, has not yet been 
learned what happens the virus during the winter 
season. 

California faced situation where millions 
($2,131,016 1953) have been appropriated for mos- 
quito control local mosquito abatement districts 
and the State, but very little has been spent 
find the solution the encephalitis problem. 


Cancer 


great concern the department the signifi- 
prevalence lung California. Cancer 
the respiratory system has reached the point where 
now exceeds tuberculosis one the leading 
causes death. are not yet available for 
1953, but 1952 the respiratory system 
accounted for 1,918 deaths, compared with 1,789 
deaths from tuberculosis. 
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Departmental studies indicate that excessive ciga- 
ret smoking and certain occupational exposures are 
contributing this lung cancer. 


Malaria 


During 1953 there were cases malaria re- 
ported, which were contracted California and 
had their origin outside the State. the cases, 
oceurred after incubation period several 
months and dated back the 1952 outbreak ma- 
laria Girl Scout Nevada County. 


Other Diseases 


California has had cases smallpox since 1948. 
reminder that certain diseases long considered 
must still public health workers, 
California had cases diphtheria last year and 
cases typhoid. 

Syphilis and gonorrhea remained about the same 
level 1952. There were 6,510 cases syphilis 
reported, and 16,108 cases gonorrhea. This about 
the prewar level. 

Rabies remains important public health problem 
California. While cases human rabies 
during 1953, there were 170 cases animal 
rabies, 154 which dogs. Main occur- 
rence animal rabies Southern California, but 
occur all parts the State. Los Angeles 
County has averaged over 400 cases animal rabies 
annually since 1920. the 25-year period, 1922-1947, 
there were 3,190 persons Los Angeles City bitten 
dogs proved rabid. 


Births and Deaths 


Provisional indicate that the infant death 
rate for 1953 will reach all-time low 23.5 infant 
deaths per 1,000 live births. There were estimated 
298,000 live births 1953, and approximately 7,000 
infant deaths. Total deaths were estimated 110,000, 
with heart disease, cancer, and accidents continuing 
the leading causes death.

George Henry Kress, M.D., member the State 
Board Public Health from 1930 1939 and promi- 
nent both state and national medical circles, died 
January 18th Los Angeles. was 79.

General Hospital, helped organize the Los Angeles 
Medical Society and served its president. served 
the California Medical Association its secretary- 
treasurer, and for many years was editor the 
CMA’s publication, then called California and West- 
ern Medicine. was also president the CMA and 
vice president the American Medical Association. 

From 1914 1938 Dr. Kress was Dean the Medi- 
cal Department the University California Los 
Angeles, and was Professor Emeritus Ophthalmol- 
ogy, College Medical Evangelists.

Ordered Halt June Ist 


Los Angeles City faces court action unless order 
the State Department Public Health elim- 
inate the discharge raw inadequately treated 
sewage into the Los Angeles River can met 
June 1954. The order was issued January 8th fol- 
lowing meeting the State Board Public Health 
Los Angeles which the advisory 
setting body the department expressed deep con- 
cern over the ‘‘interminable delays which have char- 
acterized the sewerage program the City Los 


Evidence dangerous contamination the Los 
Angeles River was presented during joint confer- 
ence earlier the day with the Los Angeles Regional 
Water Pollution Control Board and city officials. The 
evidence showed that raw sewage measured the 
gallons has been overflowing weekly into 
the river because overloaded sewer lines the fast- 
growing suburban area the San Fernando Valley. 


Overflows are occurring line siphons Mariposa 
Street and Aviation Drive and already the effects 
extend southward for several miles Atlantic Boule- 
vard. relief measures are demanded be- 
cause permanent correction can provided until 
the Cienega relief sewer project completed some- 
time late 1955. 


The State Board Public Health’s action, incor- 
porated resolution passed shortly after the session 
with Mayor Norris Poulson and members the city 
council, authorizes the State Department Public 
Health enforce the order legal action Los 
Angeles Superior Court should the city fail meet 
the correction deadline. 


statement read before city officials, Dr. Charles 
Smith, president the State Board Public 
Health, said, ‘‘The board deeply concerned over 
the interminable delays which have characterized the 
sewerage program the City Los Angeles. The 
blunt fact that neither the existing sewerage system 
the City Los Angeles nor the existing system 
the county sanitation districts adequate handle 
the major increases sewage 


The statement declared that delays system con- 
struction began 1916 and have through 


its resolution the State Board Health 
pointed out that May 15, 1951 urged the voters 
Los Angeles approve the $21,000,000 bond issue 
for the Cienega relief sewer and other system 
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improvements, and this was approved the voters 
days later. The that final design the 
relief sewer was not decided until January, 1953, 
and then not let out contract until December, 1953. 

has resulted raw sewage overflow into 
the Los Angeles River since late 1951 the Reseda 
area, continuing July, 1952, and repeated again 
December, 1952, and early 1953,’’ the resolution 
stated. 


The overflows were called the attention city 
officials and the city council letters September 
12, 1952, and March 19, 1953. 

The most recent overflows began August last 
year Mariposa Street and Aviation Drive. Peak 
overflows always occur Mondays when industrial 
production picks and housewives engage heav- 
iest laundering. 


The department displayed city officials series 
photographs which showed human wastes and other 
filth pouring into the river, while nearby children 
played almost knee deep the contaminated waters 
the stream. 


The recent action marks the second time 
years that the State Department Public Health 
has taken action Los Angeles’ sewerage problems. 
The department, 1943, quarantined the Hyperion 
beach Santa Monica Bay because sewage con- 
tamination. 

This action was upheld superior court 1945, 
and the ban was maintained intermittently until 1951, 
when the Hyperion sewage treatment works was com- 
pleted. 


The State Department Public Health before 
issuing the stringent order reviewed the problem with 
the Los Angeles City Health Department, the City 
Engineering Office, the Regional Water Pollution 
Control Board, the Los Angeles County Health De- 
partment, the Long Beach Health Department, and 
other agencies.

Blum. His department now serves the entire 
county. the merger, personnel the city health 
department, except for the sanitation staff, became 
part the county health department. 


Dr. Martin Mills, Richmond City Health Officer 
since 1944, will continue city health commissioner 
and will responsible for the supervision the city 
sanitation laws and will also con- 
tinue direct school health services, function 
the Richmond City School System. 


The Richmond City Health Department had been 
active part city government since the founding 
Richmond. Dr. Charles Blake, first city health 
officer, served from 1909 until 1944. Dr. Mills had 
directed the public health program, city health 
commissioner, since Dr. Blake’s retirement. 


the decade 1940-1950, and particularly during 
the war years, Richmond and Contra Costa County 
gained nation-wide attention the fastest growing 
area the United States. Richmond mushroomed 
from 23,000 1940 100,000, and the county tripled 
its population, from 100,000 nearly 300,000.

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Hospital Construction Funds 
Aid Four New Projects 


Four additional hospital projects will receive Fed- 
eral Hill-Burton funds out the current fiscal year’s 
allocations California. Allocations totalling $535,- 
196 were made January 22d the State Department 
Health out the funds available the 
State this year. Most the money was allocated last 
August ten projects. California was allocated $2,- 
837,151 Hill-Burton funds for the 1953-54 
Year, which has added $1,555,656 state funds. 

the August meeting the department recom- 
mendation the advisory council reserved more than 
$300,000 the federal funds for further considera- 
tion making allocations for construction hospital 
beds general hospital facilities for short-term care 
acute cases. Two the four projects 
recently approved are this category. 

The recent allocations were made the depart- 
ment public meeting the State Advisory Hos- 
pital Council January 22d. The four applications 
approved the meeting are follows: 

Garden Hospital, San Francisco, was allocated $30,- 
000 help 27-bed addition its facilities 
for the chronically ill. Construction this project 
now under way. Garden Hospital was eligible only 
for one-third the cost construction and equip- 
ping yet completed. 

Herrick Memorial Hospital, Berkeley, was allocated 
$150,191 representing one-third the cost 46- 
bed unit. The hospital’s share $300,382. 

San Mateo County Community Hospital was allo- 
cated $84,758 federal funds and the same amount 
state matching funds assist the construction 
28-bed psychiatric unit. San Mateo plans 
construct hospital which, with the existing accept- 
able beds, will produce eventual 350-bed general 
hospital. 

Donald Sharp Memorial Community Hospital, San 
Diego, was allocated $270,247 assist them com- 
pleting 250-bed hospital which now under 
struction. Total cost the project will more than 
three and one-half million dollars. 

ten projects approved August, all but one 
qualified during the four months given them dem- 
onstrate financial ability meet their local share. 
Westview Hospital Incorporated, Los Angeles, which 
was allocated $143,556 for 25-bed hospital, was 
unable match the federal grant with the two-thirds 
share. This money reverted back the fund 
for reallocation.

The Bureau Food and Drug Inspections the 
State Department Public Health has completed 
three years investigation the manufacture and 
sale device known the Calozone 
Ozone Generator. 

result the investigation, evidence has been 
presented (1) convict San Diego agent dis- 
seminating false and misleading advertisements and 
illegally claiming that the device had effect 
various serious diseases; (2) Stockton agent and 
Chula Vista agent pleaded guilty violations the 
Pure Drug Act; and (3) after preliminary hearing 
Oakland, presented the Alameda County Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office, the manufacturer, the state 
distributor, the sales manager for the Northern 
fornia district, and one the agents have all been 
held answer superior court two counts 
conspiracy violate the provisions the Health and 
Safety Code. 

The agents and sales literature put out the dis- 
tributor claimed the ozone generating device cured 
cancer, tuberculosis, polio, heart disease, diabetes, and 
arthritis, well long list less serious diseases. 
Records seized the latter part the investigation 
showed that more than 3,000 the machines had been 
sold the State the last three years for approxi- 
mately half million dollars. 

Besides the inealeulable harm done keeping 
ferers from these diseases from having medical care, 
medical consultants have testified that this device it- 
self may actually harmful some users. Experi- 
ments conducted the food and drug laboratory 
the State Department Public Health showed 
that the mixture ozone and oxides nitrogen pro- 
duced this machine will kill mice within few 
hours.

With the rising inter- 
est air pollution, boards supervisors, who have 
the legal responsibility for smog control, look the 
health officers for interpretation technical advances 
the control air pollution. 


Directors three research projects the Los An- 
geles area gave reports the Berkeley meeting: Paul 
Magill, for five years head air pollution studies 
Stanford Research Institute; Dr. Haagensmit, 
California Institute Technology, Pasadena, who 
studying the effects smog plant life; and Dr. 
Paul Kotin, director the current study the Uni- 
versity Southern California Medical School the 
acute effects animals artificially produced smog.

Taste and Odor Problem Corrected 
Sacramento’s Water Supply 


The Bureau Sanitary Engineering the State 
Department Public Health was recently cailed 
assist the City Sacramento solving the problem 
two occurrences taste and odor the city water 
supply. Once October and again December bad 
taste and odor were present. 

Investigation indicated the cause was waste from 
the McClellan Air Base, discharged into Magpie 
Creek, which empties into the Sacramento River above 
the city’s water intake. 

Prior 1942, the department had worked with air 
base and city officials and developed clear-cut pro- 
gram for preventing toxic chemicals and odor pro- 
from being discharged into Magpie 
Creek. During 1952 the Central Valley Regional Pol- 
lution Control Board and the air base officials had 
made separate studies the Field waste 
discharge. 

The Pollution Board was the process establish- 
ing waste discharge requirements when the October 
taste and odor took place. Requirements 
limiting the amount toxic chemicals Magpie 
Creek have now been established the maximum 
recommended the Health Service 
Water Standards,’’ and taste and odor 
producing compounds are permitted the creek. 
These requirements were effect when the December 
bad taste and odor oceurred. 

Sanitary engineers from the department have 
worked with the air force base officials setting 
procedure for sampling the waste, and establish- 
ing system warn the city any accidental dis- 
charge waste into Magpie Creek. The department 
engineers recommended that temporary solution 
the problem all creosol waste from airplane clean- 
ing and repairing should collected tank
